3. On 28 Auguet Eugenio Gomez, Secretery-General of the Communi at Party of Uruguay 
“CU), ordered the sectional leaders of the Montevideo Departme: t to attend a 
secret meeting at the Communist heedquerters to orient Perty me bere as to the 
principal FPCU propaganda otjeetives during the 1950 netionel elsctions. Un-~ 
usual importance was attached to the meeting since each member’. nome wee 
closely checked by two trusted Party lenders at the door of the conference room 
and oniy those who had been officially contacted by the National Committee were 
rermitted to enter. 


2. Gomez stated that the rc would be the only political party in Uruguay which 
wouid, for the mort nart, avoid local fasuer and concentrate it: attecke on 
the United Stat-s end the defeat of any Urueuavan aid which mieht de sent to 
the UN forces in Korea. According to Gomez, these rrincipal prepagenda isaues 
would be combined with the Communiat ‘"Pro-Feace" movement. In view of the 
well-known Uruguayan apathy towards beine involved in forelen aifeira, Gamez 
asserted that if the Party leaders vigorously push thie "“specia.ly tatlored 
election propseganda cempaign" to the fullert extent, he was cer’sin of eueceae. 


3, Apart from the political aspects of the question of Uruguayan 9/4 to Korea, 
Gomez stated that the FCU wae asking a special appeal ta ite lerdera to prevent 
any material aid from going to UN troops in Kerea. He atated that the actions 
of the Comauniete in other countries should serve as an axample to Ururuayan 
leaders, and pointed out an incident in England where a ehip destined for Korea 
had deen sabotaged end cesea in other European countries where Commmist efforte 
had delayed the sailing of ships with UN eupr lies to Korea. 


4. Gomez further advised that he had definite informetion to the effect that the 
Uruguayan government plisnned to utilize the eovernment ehip MAC A, which hed 
deen taken from the Germans during World War II, %0 send 2,000 © ruguayen troops 
to Korea in the immediate future. 
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
